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THE GOJAR ORIGIN BY ABDUR RASHID KHAGHAN BIJAR GOJAR 


Abdur Rashid Bijar Khaghan Gojar was born on January 1, 1961, in the Bijar clan of the Gojar 
tribe to Hajji Gohar Rehman Khaghan, a farmer and businessman, in the village of Changi Bandi, 
a suburban area of Haripur Hazara Gojran. He passed the SSC exam from Government High 
School Sarai Salah and joined Edwardes College Peshawar in 1979 for further education. He 
graduated from Edwardes College and obtained a Master's Degree in Public Administration from 
Gomal University Dera Ismail Khan in 1985. Soon after completing his education, he joined the 
Local Government and Rural Development Department in Khyber Pakhtunkhwa as a Planning 
Officer in November 1988. He served in various districts in Khyber Pakhtunkhwa, including 
Haripur, Abbottabad, Mansehra, Batagram, Sawabi, Peshawar, and Mardan, as Assistant Director 
in local government and Rural Development department. He also served in the National 
Commission for Human Development at its Human Development & Support Unit (HDSU) 
Mansehra as Admin Officer from 2003 to 2005. Additionally, he discharged his duties as District 
Officer in Finance & Planning Development Department at Haripur from 2005 to 2012. He 
prepared the District Government Budget for presentation before the District Council for approval 
by the District Nazim. During his service, he also visited Potsdam, Germany, in October 2015, 
arranged by GiZ as a study tour to oversee the working of the local government system in 
Germany. He retired from service as Deputy Director in December 2020. His native village, Bheri 
Laban Bandi, was renamed "Changi Bandi" on October 6, 1998, by the then Chief Minister of 
Khyber Pakhtunkhwa. Bheri Laban Bandi is composed of three words: "Bheri," "Laban," and 
"Bandi." These words are derived from Sanskrit: "Bheri" aR} refers to a small hamlet or village, 
"Bandi" (ate) means a small hut or cottage, a hamlet or village, a group of houses, or a small 
settlement, and "Laban" (1 ut!) refers to a pastoral group of people who depend on agriculture for 
their livelihood. In ancient India, a Laban was a community of farmers, herders, and agricultural 
laborers who worked together to manage the land, crops, and livestock. Laban is a gotra of 
Kshatriya Gurjar. The masses of his native village, Bheri Laban Bandi, were suffering great 
hardships and difficulties in crossing the perennial river Daur in their daily routine business. He, 
with the support of his village mates, took the initiative to construct a causeway over the river 
Daur with the assistance of the CIDA (Canadian International Development Agency), which was 
completed in May 1992. In 2017 CE, two bridges constructed over river Daur for providing direct 
linkage to people of Changi Bandi (Bheri Laban Bandi) by ‘Khan brotheran’. 


In a landmark achievement, Abdur Rashid Khaghan Bijar Gojar unveiled the inaugural edition of 
his magnum opus, "The Gojar Origin", in August 2023, expertly printed by the Messrs Fine 
Printing Press in Haripur, Hazara Gojaran. This trailblazing book is the first of its kind in Gurjar 
history, dedicating itself to unearthing the origin of the global Gujjar/Gojar tribe, spanning across 
Pakistan, India, Afghanistan, Central Asian countries, Iran, the mythical Mount Judi ( Gojar 
Origin), Caucasian/Caspian regions, Minor Asia/Anatolia (Turkiye), Georgia, Armenia, Kurdistan, 
Traq, Egypt, and beyond. As an ethnographic masterpiece, "The Gojar Origin" delves into the lives 
of Gujjars residing in these diverse regions, offering a comprehensive exploration of their origin, 
clans, settlements, kingdoms, culture, and notable personalities. Compiled by Abdur Rashid Bijar

Development Department, this book is a testament to his meticulous research and dedication to 


preserving the legacy of the Gujjar tribe. 


Gojar Origin" author describes the Gojars' origin in detail, providing a brief background of Hazara 
Gojran, their native hometown. The 'maidan-e-Gojjran', surrounded by Poswal, Jattipind, Jama, 
Chappar, Bajida (Bijar), and Kaag to the north, Hassanabdal, Shahyia, Hattar Shadi, Pind Gojran, 
Mottian, Shahya, and Kotnajibullah to the south, Moonan, Bajwala, Galham, Drunnian, Sangian, 
and Chechian to the east, and Padana, Dheenda, Jagal, Kalas, Basu, Gojra, Pahro, and 
Dedar/Deedhan to the west, was called 'Hazara Gojran' [Gujjar region with one thousand people] as 
reported on page 1036 of the Ain-e-Akbari of 1590-91. Hazara Gojran was ruled by Sardar Esa 
Khan Khaghan and Sardar Musa Khan Khaghan. Both brothers used to provide recreational 
activities to the people of their state during the harvesting season of the rabi crop in April every 
year. In April 1652, they participated in the local farmer's festival "Mela Hazara Gojran", which 
ended at the maidan-e-ursha Gojran, and later attended a jirga at Darvesh, returning to Dolta, 
when they reached the 'chulda kungarr' (a swaying cypress tree) at Todo (near Rajpur/Kangra 
village), a gang attacked and killed them, burying them in Rajpur village. After their death, 
Doltabad, Sarai Gadai, and Bhedian remained under attack and supersession until controlled by 
Sardar Musharraf Khan Mugaddam. Following the murder of Hazara Gojran's rulers, the Sardar of 
Shahyia went to Delhi to attend the Darbar of Mughal King Shah Jahan (the last days of his 
regime) and inform them about Hazara Gojran being run without its chieftain after the murder of 
Nawab Sardar Esa Khan and Nawab Sardar Musa Khan. The Darbar authority sent Sardar Salah 
Khan Dilzak to inquire about the incident and administer its affairs. Upon arrival, he met local 
tribal heads and inquired about the former rulers' murder. After maintaining peace, he took control 
and divided Hazara Gojran into four patties: Gojari Patti, Tarini Patti, Turki, and Dilzaaki Patti. 
Gojar Patti was ruled by Muqaddam Sikandar from 1670-1710 AD, followed by descendants 
Mugaddam Rahim Khan, Muqaddam Talukh Din Khan, and succeeded by Sardar Musharraf Khan 
Mugaddam in 1805 AD. To elaborate on the Gojars' past, the author wrote "The Gojar Origin", 
thoroughly describing the Gojar tribe's ancestors with scientific and historical evidence in simple 
words and an easy style, appealing to readers to study it in depth. The author attempted to prove 
the Gojars' origin with DNA analyses of tribes with their haplotype group based on worldwide 
research studies on genetic analyses of tribes through dental morphology and DNA analyses. This 


book is expected to enjoy the highest esteem among its readers, especially the Gojar tribe. 


Abdur Rashid, author of "The Gojar Origin,” provides a historical background on the birthplace or 
origin of the Gojar/Gujjar/Gurjar tribe. Indian historians like Dr. Ashok Harsana, considered as 
father of the Gurjar history, Adesh Katariya, Khursheed Ahmad Bhut, Qamar Rabbani Chechi, 
and Greek/Georgian historians Strabo and David Muskhelishvili have used various spellings for 
Gurjar, including Gujjar, Gujar, Gurjara, Gojar, Gorjar, Goojar, Gurgar, Gogar, and Gowjar. 
According to the Geni website, Gojar is the largest tribe in the world. Some historians believe that 
Kujula Kadphises, the founder of the Kushan Empire (137 BC), formed a federation of Yuezhi and 
Huns kingdoms in south China, Central Asia, and northern India. After Kujula Kadphises' death, 
his son Vima Takto became the king of the Yuezhi Federation. A battle between the Yuezhi and 


Tianzhu resulted in the latter's defeat. Some historians claim that Vima Takto was awarded the 


title "Gur-Jar," meaning "to defeat the enemy." Thus, the successors of the Kushan Empire were 
called Gurjar/Gojar. Alternatively, some historians suggest that the Khazars of the Khaghanate 
kingdom defeated Arab invaders in the early 7th century in battles fought between the Caspian and 
Aral Seas and were called "Gocer, Gocer, Gogars, Gugars, Gurgars, or Gog Magog or Gaug" in the 
Georgian local tongue, meaning "brave people who defeat the enemy." Based on these accounts, the 
Caucasian and subcontinent regions have always been discussed as the "Gojars' origin." Through 
past research on Gujjars/Gojars, the author attempts to uncover their origin. Some Indian writers 
connect it to Hindu Vedas/Lord Rama-Chandra and Kanishka, rulers of the Kushan Empire, and 
Hindu emperors of Rajasthan known as Kshtaryian and Aryans, while others link it to Kartvelian 


of the Caucasian region. 


The author of 'The Gojar Origin' defines the Gurjar/Gurjara/Gojar tribe as “a venerable global 
entity / tribe with a history spanning millennia, predating the Paleolithic era, is succinctly defined 
as a resilient and ingenious people who excelled in various aspects of life. They established 
khanates, khaghanates, and states through their martial prowess and administrative acumen, 
effectively governing state affairs and fostering socio-economic prosperity in regions under their 
control, notably in Minor Asia, Central Asia, the Kushan Empire, and the Pratihara Empire, with 
remnants persisting until the 18th century. As visionary administrators, skilled economists, 
scientists, and brave warriors, they valiantly defended their nation/tribe against foreign 


aggressions, leaving an indelible mark on human history”. 


In the Caucasian region, Gojars were referred to by the title name "Khaghan," meaning a big khan 
or chief of the tribe, first proclaimed by Saint George, the founder of Gorjistan. People from 
England, Ukraine, Ethiopia, Georgia, Catalonia, Argon, and Moscow also claimed "George" as their 
patron saint. Saint George, also known as "Jirjis" or "Girgus," was included in Muslim texts as a 
prophetic figure for exposing idols as satanic verses. This title dates back to the 3rd century CE 
when it was first used by a nomadic head. The Xianbei tribes were Eastern Euro-Asian steppes and 
the largest federation of nomadic people (originating from the Caucasus or Koh-e-Qaaff) in 
northwest China, with Khotan (Hotan) as its capital, and central Asia and the northern part of 
Tibet (Terim Basin). The Khaghan title was used by the steppe nomad polity Altaic Xianbei, 
forbearers of Khitans and Tabghach (old Turkic), followed by the Rouran khaganate, also called 
Jaun-Jaun khaganate. According to some historians, Khitan/Khotans are Proto-Turk or Proto- 
Mongolic Turkic-speaking people originating from the Yuwen Clan and Xianbei. The Oxford 
Dictionary of Late Antiquity (Current online Version 2018) defines "Gojar" as "the people who 
formed the khaganate were called khagan." The Khaghan title was later adopted by chieftains of 
Mongols, Turks, Khazars, and Georgian Khaghanates. People with genetic haplotype groups Rla, 
Rlala, and Rlb also used the title Khaghan/Khan. The Khaghan Khatafia Gurjar dynasty, also 
known as the Khokhar or Khokar dynasty, was a medieval ruling power that dominated the 
Punjab region of the Indian subcontinent. Of Gurjar origin, they played a pivotal role in shaping 
the region's history, particularly during the 11th to 13th centuries. The Khagan Khatafa Gurjars, a 
branch of the Gurjar community from Rajasthan, India, migrated to the Punjab region and 
established their rule. Their dynasty, which lasted from the 11th to 13th centuries, covered parts of 


present-day Pakistan and Indian Punjab, with Lahore or Sialkot as their capital. Notable rulers 


include Khagan Khatafia, Shah Hussain Khokhar, and Rai Hassan Khokhar, who resisted 
invasions by Mahmud of Ghazni and the Ghurid Empire. Although they fought valiantly, they 
eventually succumbed to the invaders and their territories were absorbed into the Delhi Sultanate. 
The Khagan Khatafia Gurjars left a lasting legacy in the Punjab region's architecture, culture, and 
history. 


Research by Dr. Bender, a German geologist, reveals that Mount Everest contains numerous 
marine fossils deposited by a universal flood that devastated the world, including Central Asia and 
the subcontinent. This suggests that the world was reborn after Noah's Flood. Additionally, in 
1001, the Gojars accompanied the Mahmud Ghorid army to Purusapura, Waihind/Hund, 
Charssada, and Mardan. These findings support the Kartvelian theory of the Gojars' origin and vice 


versa. 


Indian historian Ashok Harsana, in his book "Forbearers of the Aryan Legacy-The Gurjars" (pages 
252-260), describes the Gurjar tribes (Khitans/Khotans) as part of the Xiongnu (Xiamie) federation 
of the nomadic Khaghanate. They later established the kingdom of Khotan and the Kingdom of 
Gojuryeo, known as 'Goryeo' or 'Koryo' (Korea), with a genetic group Haplotype Rla. A genetic 
analysis of major tribes in Hazara division, Buner, and Sawabi districts, conducted by Dr. Nazia 
Akbar Khan and Prof. Dr. Muhammad Tariq Khan Yousafzai, found Y-DNA Haplogroup Rla, 
Rlala, and Rlb in Gurjars/Gojars, similar to other tribes except Jaduns. The Ottoman Kayi/Kai 
genetic Y-DNA haplogroup is Rla & Z93*, also detected in the Terim mummies from the Pyramids 
of Khothan Tarim Basin. This DNA group (Rla, Rlala, Rlb & L) is also found in the Kai/Kayi 
tribe of Kartlos and Caucus, descendants of Japheth, and was transmitted to various populations, 
including Caucasian, Georgia, Iro-Aryans, Euro-Aryans, Indo-Aryans of Indus Valley Civilization, 


and others. 


Historians have attempted to explore the Gojars' origin and ancestry. Some believe they originated 
from the Pratiharas, Kshtariyaa in Uttra Pradesh and Gujarat, migrating west and south to invade 
and rule various areas. Others link their ancestry to the West, specifically Gorjistan (Georgia), the 
Caucasian region, Kartvelian, and Mount Judi. The Judi Mount, Kartvelian portion of the Caspian 
& Aral Sea, and Caucasian region can be considered the 'Gojar Origin/Region'. The people of this 
region (Gocars, Gog Magog, Khazars, and Khaghans) migrated to other parts of the world, 
including North East, Tbilisi, Hexi-Corridor (Tarim Basin), Ladakh, Dunhuang (Gansu China), 
Kirkuk, Gomar, Kath, Khwarazmian (Sogdiana Iran), Khorasan, Purusapura, Taksalsila, Mathura 
of Rajasthan, Maratha, Harappa & Mohenjo Daro of the Indus Valley, and western 
parts of the world. 


The Geni website ((link unavailable)), an American genealogy and social networking platform, 
defines the "Gojar / Gujjar tribe" as the largest tribe in the world. The term Gujjar, Gojar, Gurjar, 
Gojer, Gugar and Gurgar are used interchangeably in various regions, including Pakistan, India, 
Afghanistan, Central Asia, and the Philippines (as Gujjar, Gurjar, and Gojar), Europe and America 
(as Gojer, Gugger, or Gocar), and the Arabic world (as Juzr).Some historians believe that the word 
Gujjar originates from the Sanskrit term "Gur-Jar," meaning "to defeat the enemy" (Gur = enemy, 


Jar = defeat). This implies that a Gurjar is a brave individual who can protect their family and 


society from dangers and evils. The Bible uses the word GOGER or Gojar to signify a chief or prince 
who rules over people. In Turkish and Georgian languages, the terms "GOCER" or "Gog Magog" 
and "Gucariar" are used with similar meanings. Additionally, the word "GOMER" means to 
complete a task bravely. The terms "Khazar" and "Jat" (Gatae) are also associated with Gojars, 
referring to people who inhabited the Caspian Sea region and migrated to North-East South Asia. 


In Arabic, Gujjar is referred to as "Juzr," meaning lucky people. 


In India, Gurjars are primarily found in northwestern Rajasthan. Some historians consider Gujjar 
or Gojar to be a Sanskrit word (TIGR) meaning "enemy destroyer." Thus, Gurjars are believed to be 
Suryavanshi or Raghuvanshi, descendants of their brave ancestors. The Sanskrit poet Rajsekhar 
described Gurjars as Raghukul-Tilak and Raghugramini, signifying rulers of the people. In 
Rajasthan, Gurjars are also known as ‘Mihir,’ meaning 'Sun,' which represents divine power to 
them. Another perspective suggests that Gurjars were Aryan warriors from the Caucasus region of 
Central Asia, specifically Armenia and Georgia. In the Kushan's Rabatak inscription, the terms 


"Gurjars," "Gusur," "Gushur," or "Gurjar" refer to people who came to India as conquerors. 


An Indian historian, Dr. Ashok Harsana defined the term ‘Gurjar’ as follows (Forbearers 


of the Aryan Legacy — The Gurjars’ page # 14): 


“Gurjars’ were the most prominent among the Aryans and their tribe’s name ‘Gurjar’ was 
derived from an honorary title of the most powerful Aryan ruler of Suryavamsh’, who lived 
approximately around 2800 BC in the Family of Suryavanshis which originated around 5000 
BC through Manuh and Ikshvaqu. He was said to have borne the distinctive title of Gurtar. As 
per the written dynastic history of Sumer, Gusur was the first king of the dynasty of Ksh 
(Kush). It is claimed that he reigned in Sumer as the first post-flood king. His approximate 
period was around 2800 BC when the flood ended and water started receding (Biblical flood 
possibly refers to post-glacial mega-flood that covered most of the parts of the original 
Aryan homeland in the Caucasus). Goser was also the name of the ancient Egyptian pharaoh 
and founder of the 3rd dynasty (during the Old Kingdom). The dates of the 3rd dynasty of 
Egypt were approximately from 2686 to 2613 BC. Apart from this, Gasur (the original word 
‘GSR’, wrongly interpreted as ‘Gasur’ on the lines of ‘Asur’) and Girsu (GRJ) were the two 
most important cities along with Eridu and Kish in the world’s most ancient civilization of 
Mesopotamia (Sumer). This can’t be a mere coincidence that the dates of ‘Dashrath Gurjar’ 
coincides with the rulers (that used the same name or title) of the Sumerian and Egyptian 
dynasties. This simply proves that Suryavanshit Aryans, under Dashrath, ruled almost the 
entire known world from the Caucasus to Egypt. Greek historian Strabo’s list of Illyrian tribes 
mentions a tribe called ‘Dashrathe’ (which means the descendants of Dashrath) in the region 
of Anatolia near The Black Sea that was once dominated by the Aryans known as ‘Luvians’ 
after Dashrath’s Grandson ‘Luv’. The region of Lower Egypt was also known as Deshret and 
so was called the crown which was worn by the Egyptian Pharaos to show control over Lower 


Egypt. The desert land (this word ‘desert’ was also derived from ‘Deshret’) on either side of the 


fertile region of the Nile was called Deshret. Ultimately, Dashrath’s name survived many 
centuries after his reign because of his dominance and large expansion of the Suryavanshi 


Aryan kingdom”. 


Another historian ‘Jaimoukhi’ called them Gargari (a tribe) while some other scholars called 
them Gargarai and claimed that they were the ancestors of the Georgians and Nakh people 
(Chechens and Ingush collectively). Various studies and tests have also shown consistently 
that genetically the Nakh (Chechens and Ingush) are most closely related to native Georgians. 
As per Strabo, Gugars were an ancient Georgian tribe. Their primary inhabited area was 
near the Debeda River (also known as Gurja-river). Toponym Gogarene (Gojarani), an 
integral part of Caucasian Iberia, is derived from their name. The region was first mentioned 
by Strabo who recorded it as a province of Iberia. Later it was renamed Gugark, after the 
conquests of Arshakid Armenian rulers in the 2nd Century BC”. Mr. Ashok Harsana also 
used * Gursur, Goserand Gasur’, ‘Gargarai”, “Gugars”, “Gugark, “Gugars”, “ Gojars”, 


“Gorj”, for the Gujars”. 


Turkiye and Uyghur Khaghanate. Between the 6" and 9 centuries, Eastern Trukic 
Khaghanate and Uyghur Khaghanate were established. The title Khaghan (Khagan) / 
Khan was first used for the chiefdom of the Khaganate Empire in the 6" century. These 
Khaganates were descendants of the Khazars, Kartlos, and Caucas whose ancestor was the 
Japheth. Since the Kartlos and Caucas were ancestors of the people of the Purusapura, 
Mathura and Takshasila in the ancient Kushan Empire, therefore, the Khaghan title was 
used by the chieftains of the Rajasthan and IVC and so it was adopted by the Gojars of the 


subcontinent as a title of their ancestors. 


Some historians believe that the Gujjars are indigenous to India, citing that they speak an 
Indo-Aryan language, which is also spoken in Indian Rajasthan and Pakistani Swat. 
However, another school of thought suggests that they migrated to India from Georgia. In 
support of this theory, W. Cook, in his book "Castes and Tribes of North & West India", 
posits Central Asia as their origin. Similarly, Vincent Arthur Smith, in "The Early History 
of India", believes that the Gujjars were related by blood to the Huns. Notably, the Arabs 
referred to Georgia as "Gurz". This school of thought also maintains that Khazars are 
closely related to the Huns and Gok-Turks, and were part of the Caucasian people and the 
Scythian group. 


According to Abul Faraj, an Arab historian, Georgians were the Khazars or Khozars, with 
Scythian and Hun blood in their veins. In 470 A.D., the Georgian King Vakhtung, also 
known as Gourgasal or wolf-lion, defeated the Ossetes, Abkhasians, and Armenians. 
Following this victory, his forces advanced towards East Asian countries and the Indian 
subcontinent, earning him and his followers the name "Gocars" or "Gogars" / "Gojars", etc. 
Georgian ethnologist Prof. Chogoshvili notes remarkable similarities between Gujjars and 


Georgians. Additionally, Prof. Levan Maruashvili of the Georgian Institute of Geography 
believes that Gujjars migrated to India from Georgia-Caucasus. There are two schools of 
thought that discuss the Gojar/Gurjar origin in depth: the Kshatriyan/Aryan School of 
Thought and the Kartvelian/Caucasian School of Thought. 


The Kshtariyan school of thought believes that Gurjars/Gojars are indigenous to India, 
citing the evidence of Pratiharas rule from the 6th century to the 13th century to support 
their claim. In contrast, Kartvelian theorists hold an opposing view, suggesting that 
Gurgars/Gugars/Gowjars migrated from the Caucasian/Caspian/Mount Judi (Gojar Region) 
and Central Asian countries to the Indian subcontinent. Historians supporting the 
Kshtariyan theory point to evidence that Sudas Paijavana, chief of the Bharatas in the 
14th century BC, ruled Indraprastha (Delhi) during the Rig-Vedic period, from Emperor 
Yudhistir to Emperor Yaspal. Yudhistir, son of King Pandu and Queen Kunti, ruled 
Hastinapura (Uttar Pradesh) and Indraprastha (now New Delhi). The Pandavas ruled 
Hastinapura for 36 years, establishing a religious kingdom. British archaeologist Mortimer 
Wheeler identified the nomadic Indo-European tribe as Aryans, who repopulated along the 
Indus River and the Ganga River, and its tributaries. Dr. Ashok Harsana notes that the

word "Aryan" originates from the [Iranian term "Aryia," meaning free, noble, and steady, 
y g y g y 


and is now used to refer to Indo-Iranian or eastern Indo-Europeans. 


Kartvelian School of Thought suggests that a new universe emerged after the Noah Flood, 
which was universal in scope. Some historians believe that the world was repopulated after 
this global event from the descendants of Japheth and his sons, Gomer and Caucas, in 
Eastern Europe and Western Asia. Historians propose that Gomer's son, Kart (Kartlos), 
traveled to the Caucasian countries, leading to the rebirth of humanity on earth. The term 
"Caucasian" is derived from "caucas," a descendant of Gomer and Kartlos. This region later 
became known as Kartvelian (the Georgian/Gorjistan), which historians endorse as the 
origin of the Gojars.The Georgians, also known as Kartvelians, are a nation and indigenous 
Caucasian ethnic group native to Georgia and the South Caucasus. According to Georgian 
mythology, Kartvelian people descended from Kartlos, the eponymous ancestor of the 
Georgians (Kartvelians).The Georgian region, also called CAUCASIAN, lies between the 
Black Sea, Caspian Sea, Armenia, Azerbaijan, Georgia, and parts of Southern Russia. The 
Caucasus Mountains and Greater Caucasus range form a natural barrier between Eastern 
Europe and Western Asia. The people of this region have descended from Kartlos 
(Kartvelian), the great-grandson of Hazrat Japheth. Prof. Alexander Mikaberidze, a 
Georgian historian, suggests that the term "Georgian" is derived from the word "Gorgan" 
(land of the wolves). He proposes that the word GOGER, GOG, or Gurjar, Gojar, or Gujjar 
was adopted from this "GORGAN" word. 


Ronald Grigor, in his book "Making of the Georgian Nation", reports that the roots of the 
Kartvelian family also emerged during the Iron Age in northwest Georgia, where the 
world's oldest and primary language, Kartvelian, was discovered. Consequently, the 
Georgians are the descendants of the tribes of Kart, Mergrelo-Zans, and Savans, which led 
to the emergence of major Turkish tribes such as Teke, Yumut, Erasere, Chowdur, 
Gokleng, Saryk, and Kayi. An Indian historian Ashok described the Caucasus as of Aryan’s 
origin on pages 24 and 26 of his book “Forbearers of Aryans Legacy — The Gurjar” that:(p — 
24) “These Gurjars initially ruled in ancient Aryavrata (present-day Georgia, Armenia, 
Azerbaijan, and Chechnya including surrounding parts of modern Turkey, Iran, and 
Turkmenistan). Their land was collectively called Gorjiya, Gorjistan, or Gurjan was used 
interchangeably in the Indo-European Languages, that later was anglicized as Georgia 
though it had no connection with St. George even in a distant way. As per its official 
definition, ‘Georgia’ stems from the Persian designation of the Georgians — gurgan 
(pronounced as Gurjan), adapted via Syriac gurz-an / gurz-iyan and Arabic jurjan /jurzan. 
Their location on the ancient map of Greater Armenia can easily be found as the north- 
most province of Greater Armenia, right above the ancient Ayrarat (Aryavrat) province. 
This place was known to the world as Gojarene or Gujark or Lore-Gujareti. It now 
comprises parts of northern Armenia, northeast Turkey, and Georgia”. “(P-26)The 11th- 
century Georgian monk Arsen (Arya-Sen), the author of ‘The life of St. Nino’ and the tutor 
of the King David IV of Georgia, commented on this passage: “We, Georgians, are 
descendants of the newcomers from Aryan-Kartli, we speak their language and all the kings 
of Kartli are descendants of their kings. Arian-Kartli or Aryan Kartli was a country claimed 
by the medieval Georgian chronicle “The Conversion of Kartli’ to be the earlier homeland of 
the Georgians of Kartli (Iberia, central and eastern Georgia). The Georgians were hence of 
Aryan origin. Their re-migration from Iran, when the Caucasus region rose from the mega- 


flood, was misunderstood as a fresh migration here”. 


Mr.Herodotus (a Greek historian-484 BC) in his book viz “Stories of Croesus, Cyrus and 
Babylon / The History of the Greeks and the Persians” reported the Gajars as those people 
living around the Caucasus mount called “Gargarian and Gog-Mogogs” which is used for 
the Gajars. This was also endorsed by Strabo. Historians suggest that the Gojars 
originated in West Asia and migrated from Gorjistan (Georgia) and Anatolia (Turkey) 
through Syria, Iraq, Iran, and Afghanistan to the Khyber Pass, entering the subcontinent. 
Some also came from Baluchistan and eventually settled in Gujarat and Sindh, where they 
established kingdoms and a vast empire. Notably, the terms "Gojjars" and "Khazars" share 
the same meaning. Additionally, the word "Gujjar" is derived from "Khazar", and "Jat" 
from "Gatae", who inhabited the Caspian Sea region and migrated to northwest South 
Asia. According to Todd, the Rajputs have a Scythian origin. The Scythians were an 


ancient eastern [Iranian and Euro-Asian people who migrated from central Asia to the 


Pontic Steppe (present-day Ukraine and southern Russia) in the 3rd century BC and were 
later absorbed into the Hindu fold as Kshatriyas. 


The Oghuz or Oguz people were a western Turkic group. In 766, the Oghuz Yabgu state 
was established in the Caspian and Aral Seas region. During this period, Islam began to 
replace Tengrism and Buddhism in the area. Tengrism was a belief system centered on the 
sky god "TENGRI". Oghuz Khaghan, or Ghuz Khan, was a legendary Khan figure. In 
Turkic culture, the title OGHUZ KHAN denoted ethnic and tribal origins. 


Historian Ahmad Bican Yazicioglu, in his 15th-century cosmography "DURR-i-MEKNUN 
(the hidden pearl)", traced Osman's genealogy to OGHUZ KHAGHAN. This established 
that the Ottoman dynasty belonged to the 'Kayi' tribe, which was descended from the 
Oghuz Khaghanates. Yazicioglu also narrated the tale of Kenan, son of Hazrat Noah, who 
was punished for disobedience. Al-Biruni, a renowned Iranian scholar born in Beruniy 
(Uzbekistan), was an ideologist, anthropologist, and polymath. He was well-versed in 
physics, mathematics, astronomy, and natural sciences. Al-Biruni spent most of his life in 
Ghazni (Afghanistan) and was one of the greatest Muslim historians of the 11th century. 
He traveled to India in 1017, visiting various areas and writing a book on Indian culture 
and history titled "Kitab-ul-Hind (History of India in Arabic)". In "Kitab-ul-Hind", Al- 
Biruni referred to the Gojjars as Khazars, descendants of "Kart/Kartvelian", providing 
evidence of the re-emergence of humanity in the Caspian Sea/Caucasian/Van and Mount 
Judi region. From this region, the Gocers/Gocars migrated to Georgia, Armenia, Tarim 
Basin of Tibet, Ladakh, Kashmir, Attock, Harrappa, Mohenjo Daro (Indus Valley), and 


northern India, including Central Asian countries. 


The Kushana, a branch of the Huna, also known as Yoechi/Yuezhi in China, were a 
subgroup of the Gurjars. This connection highlights the historical links between ancient 
civilizations in India, China, and Central Asia. Khazaria, a region in Eastern Europe, was 
known for its abundant resources, including sheep, honey, and more. This prosperity made 
it a strategic location for trade and cultural exchange between Europe and Asia. In the 
10th century, the Khazar Empire, a Jewish state, ruled the eastern confines of Europe, 
playing a crucial role in blocking Arab invasions and protecting Byzantium. This empire's 
existence had a profound impact on European history, preventing the Muslim conquest of 
Eastern Europe.The Khazar armies effectively blocked the Arab avalanche, preventing the 
Muslim conquest of Eastern Europe. Professor Dunlop of Columbia University highlights 
the significance of this episode, which has considerable historical importance in shaping the 
course of European history. The Khazars held suzerainty over various tribes, including 


Bulgars, Burtas, Ghuzz, Magyars, and Slavonic tribes. Their dominions extended from the 


Caucasus to the Ural-Caspian gateway, making them the supreme masters of the southern 
half of Eastern Europe for over a century. The Khazars maintained their supremacy in the 
regions north of the Black Sea and the adjoining steppe and forest regions of the Dnieper 
until the ninth century. Their legacy as a mighty bulwark, blocking the onslaught of 


nomadic tribes from the East, is a testament to their historical significance. 


Gujar Kurashvili, ex-defense minister of Gorjistan (Georgia), is evidence of the Gojars' 
presence in the region. Born in Khovle village, Georgia, Kurashvili's name and location 
support the theory of the Gojjars' origin as Kartvelian. The Kanishka Empire was 
destroyed by Chinese General Pen Chao at Khotan, leading to the migration of the 
Khotana people, a sub-clan of Aryans, to various regions. Khotan city, surrounded by 
Uzbekistan, Kazakhstan, Iran, Russia, and the Caucasus, is evidence of the Kartvelian 


migration to the Indus Valley and beyond. 


The Khaghanate was a political entity that ruled the Eurasian steppe, governed by a khan 
or Khaghan, equivalent in status to a tribal chiefdom. The Khazars dominated the 
Caucasus region, engaging in a series of battles with the Rashidun, Umayyad, and Abbasid 
Caliphates from 642 to 652. Ultimately, Russian General Sviatoslav defeated the Khazar 
Khaghanate in the 960s. This event provides further evidence of the population migration 
from the Kartvelian region to the Tarim Basin, Rajasthan, and the Indus Valley. 


The author also mentioned a story of bravery and love observed in 'Kala Dhaka’, present- 
day Tor Ghar in Hazara Division, KP, Pakistan, related to the notorious dacoit and looter, 
“Jahangira Gujjar, alias Jahangira Daku” is a famous character from Mansehra who 
belongs to the Gujjar tribe. He is a brave man whose stories of bravery, we have been 
hearing since childhood. Jahangir Gujjar, alias Jahangira Daku, is a first-class dacoit in 
Pakistan's history who is known for his kindness to the poor. Even today, the big 
mountains of Kala Dhaka, now known as Tor Ghar, tremble at the mention of his name. In 
the past, he was feared in Sindh, Punjab, and the Frontier Province KPK. He is an 
exemplary figure whose bravery is admired even by his enemies. In Khyber Pakhtunkhwa, 
there are some tribes who don't even like to mention the name of Gujjars, but when it 
comes to citing examples of bravery, they only remember one name: Jahangira Daku. He is 
an extremely brave man who has set examples of bravery. We have heard stories of his 
bravery that we cannot share here, and the people who told these stories are not Gujjars 
and have no connection with the Gujjar community. It is said that his unique quality was 
that he would loot money from the rich and distribute it among the poor and orphans. 
Even today, the love and respect for him among various tribes in Hazara, apart from 
Gujjars, is a testament to his kindness to the poor. He currently lives in Mansehra and has 
mentioned in an interview that his age is over a hundred years. This great man is still alive 


today. Nowadays, he is often seen with religious groups. We wish to meet him once, God 


willing. All young people should meet him at least once. May Allah bless his health. Our 


elders are our assets; may Allah keep their shadow on our heads. Amen. 


Dr. Ashok Harsana, therefore, endorsed Georgia and the River Dzorager -Armenia region 
as the origin of Gujjars and Mufti Abdul Ghani Al Azhari Al Shashi in his book, “Qadeem 
Tarikh e Gujjar”, found the ancestry of the “Bijar” (Gojar subgroup) with the SEM, son of 
Hazrat Noah, and linked the Gogers/Gojars ancestry with the Georgian and its surrounding 
region. 


Overview 


Since the Gojar tribe is found worldwide, in almost every part of the world and in every 
religion, such as Judaism, Christianity, Hinduism, Sikhism, Buddhism, Atheism, 
Zoroastrianism, and Islam, their global existence has given rise to two theories about their 
origin or birthplace. 


One school of thought believes that the Noah flood (which occurred in 5000 BC) was 
confined to a specific area and did not affect the Rajasthan/Ayodhya region of the Indian 
subcontinent, where life continued as usual. Based on this assumption, some historians and 
ideologists of the Kshatriyan/Aryan School of Thought believe that the Rajasthan region 
of the Indian states (and its surrounding areas) is the origin of the Gojars. They cite the 
birth of Rama-Chandra, the spiritual leader of the Hindus and the Buddhas, in 5114 BC, in 
Ayodhya, situated on the holy river Saryu, who was considered a Gojar/Gurjar. The 
Rajasthan region and its surrounding areas, including southern China, Ladakh, and 
Khorasan (with its capitals at Mathura, Bhinmal, Kanauj, Maratha, Indraprastha (Delhi), 
Khalatse (Khalsi), Dayuan/Lanshi, and Leh/Ladakh, Gaofu, Purusapura, Wihind, and 
Taksalsila), have remained strongholds and centers of the Lord Ramachandra and Kushan 
Empires/regimes for centuries. This was further strengthened during the Pratiharas' rule 
from the 5th to the 13th centuries. Therefore, historians and ideologists of the 
Kshatriyan/Aryan school of thought consider the Rajasthan region as the origin of the 
Gurjars/Gojars and the place from where they expanded worldwide. 


In contrast, the Kartvelian school of thought believes that the Noah flood was a universal 
event that destroyed the entire world. They cite a geological research study conducted by 
German Geologist Dr. Fridrich Bender, which found marine fossils on Mount Everest, the 
world's highest mountain. This suggests that the flood was universal and worldwide. 
According to this school of thought, the world was repopulated after the flood through the 
descendants of Hazrat Noah and his son Japheth's grandsons, Gomer, Kartlose, and 
Caucas, from the Gorjistan, Caucasian/Caspian Sea, Mount Judi, and the Tarim Basin to 
the rest of the world, including Central Asian countries, Rajasthan, and northern and 
southern parts of the Indian subcontinent. This belief is supported by famous historians 
like Herodotus, Strabo, Al-Biruni, Ahmad Bican Yazicioglu, Muqaddasi Ibn Muhammad 
Ahmad, and Mufti Abdul Ghani Al Azhari Al Shashi, who believed that the Gurjars and 
human population expanded from the Debata/Gurja Rivers in the Caucasian region of 
Gorjistan and Mount Judi. Furthermore, the Kartvelian school of thought links this region 


to genetic/DNA research reports from various universities and institutions, which identify 
Rla, RlaRla, and Rlb as the Y-DNA haplogroup of the Gojars. Similarly, Hazrat 
Japheth and his sons/grandsons, such as Gomar, Kartlos, and Cuacas, and_ their 
descendants' tribes, like Kayi, Khazar, Oghuz, Khaghan, and White Huns, share similar Y - 
DNA haplogroups, indicating that Gurjars/Gojars/Gocers spread worldwide from the 
Caucasian region. A renowned journalist and anchorperson Javed Choudhary mentioned 
his visit to Georgia's capital, Tbilisi, in his column published in the daily Express. He wrote 
that in 1967, a group of archaeologists and historians from Georgia visited the Indian state 
of Rajasthan. During their visit, they explored rural areas to examine the existence of the 
tribe/caste system and discovered that the living style of these people was similar to that of 
the Georgians. This suggests that their ancestors might have traveled from the 
Caucasian/Caspian region of Kartvelian (Mount Judi) to the northern states of India. This 
finding has also been endorsed by journalist and columnist Javed Chaudhary. 


Thus, as a result, it can be concluded that the Caucasian region, comprising Kartvelian 
(Gorjistan), inhabited by the Caucus and the Kartlos (Kart), Gugars, Gurgars, Gowjars. 
Gujars has been primarily identified as the origin of the Gojars, followed by Gaofu, 
Purusapura, Taksalsila, and Mathura/Bhinmal Kanauji as their later origin. This will serve 
as a guide-map for future historians, geologists, ideologists, and educationists to further 
explore its hidden depths for future generations, providing an opportunity and a way for 
in-depth research and study on this subject.
